Two-Hour Work Day 
Predicted By Webb 

A world in which sub-atomic 
energy will do so many things that 
man will have to work only two 
hours a day to maintain his stan- 
dard of living was predicted last 
week by Prof. William S. Webb, of 
the University chemistry depart- 
ment. 

When that time comes. Webb told 
a luncheon club, man will have so 
much leisure time he will destroy 
himself. "Many folks are good." 
he observed, "only because they 
den t have the time and money to 
be bad." 

Webb was one of a small group 
of scientists called to Washington 
several years ago to help select 
some 3.000 other scientists to work 
on the project which led to the 
atomic bomb. He predicted sub- 
atomic energy would be available 
for many peacetime uses within the 
next 20 to 25 years.
